SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The computer image file Fteen6.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes and is deemed objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The file contains a grainy and 
indistinct black and white photographic image that shows a naked girl in her mid 
teenage years on a towel spread on the ground. She faces the camera with her upper 
body propped on her elbows. Her legs are bent at the knees and spread to show her 
labia, vagina and anus. The camera is positioned directly in front of the girl, with the 
main focus on her genitals. Her upper body and bare breasts are also visible. She 
appears to have little pubic hair and her breasts are quite small. The pose starkly 
displays the girl’s youthful sexual characteristics and is presented for the sexual 
arousal of the viewer. 

The computer image file has been found to promote and support an activity listed 
under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. The provisions of s3(2) are inconsistent with, and 
override, the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990. 
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
